Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

1. Discuss the teaching of Tomita and Ishida and the motivation for the combination. Applicant's Representative points 
out that Tomita teaches the laser being pressed fit onto the lens-barrel and the collimator lens holder being adhesively 
immobilized against the lens-barrel as discussed by Tomita at paragraph [0005], and therefore, Tomita would not be 
motivated by Ishida for the incorporation of the elastic member in the form of spring pawls. The examiner indicates that 
only the lens barrel and the collimator lens holder are being structurally immobilized by adhesive, while the collimator 
lens and specially the semiconductor laser can become loose when the temperature increases due to the operation of 
the laser. Ishida teaches using the spring pawls provided on a plate to prevent the laser form turning due to the 
temperature change, and thus provides the explicit motivation for incorporating the elastic member into the Tomita 
device. Ishida also indicates in the Abstract that the position of the laser can change but would be restored to its 
original position once the temperature restores. However, it is unclear whether such movement of the laser is in the 
axial direction or the rotational direction. 

2. Also discuss a proposed amendment to claim 1 by incorporating the claim limitations of claim 14, which would 
overcome the cited prior art .
